Believe Some of POWS Who Remained 
With Communists Regret Decision 
WASHINGTON <T.F> — Some of 
the 21 
American prisoners who 
chose to stay with the Communists 
in Korea a year ago now apparent­ 
ly regret their decision, Defense 
Department sources said today. 
Very 
little 
has 
been 
learned 
about them since they turned down 
a chance to come home after the 
Korean armistice. 
But some infor­ 
mation 
has seeped through 
the 
Bamboo Curtain in intelligence re­ 
ports and occasional letters to rela­ 
tives. 
From this defense sources said 
some of the voluntary exiles “ap­ 
pear to be somewhat disenchanted 
with their lot” in Communist Chi­ 
na 
It is suspected the men feel 
disillusioned 
and 
homesick 
now 
that the ideological and emotional 


pressures that prompted their de­ 
cision have worn off. 


There also are indications, the 
sources said, that the Chinese Com­ 
munists are losing interest in the 
POW’s now that their great prop­ 
aganda value has slumped. 
Despite all this, there is no solid 
evidence that the former American 
GI’s have made a formal request 
to be returned home. Even if there 
have been such requests, it is doubt­ 
ful the Communists have entertain­ 
ed them. 
Peiping Radio has reported that 
one of the 21 died after going to 
Red China. The exact whereabouts 
of the others is a mystery here but 
it appears that they have been scat­ 
tered. 
In the unlikely event that any 
of the prisoners desired to return 
home and were released by the 
Communists, they would face an 
uncertain reception from the Unit 
od States. 
If it could be proven 
1 that they collaborated with the 
’Communists to the detrim ent of 
their fellow prisoners, they proba­ 
bly would face trial in either mili­ 
tary or civil court.

ment is more concerned about the 
fate of 15 Air Force flyers, who, 
it believes, are still being held by 
the Communists on alleged grounds 
they were shot down over “neutral” j 
territory during the Korea war.

Became Suckers 
CARBONDALE, 
111 
apl _ The 
term 
‘‘sucker” 
nowadays 
can 
mean a fish, lollipop, unwanted 
shoot on a plant or a carnival 
patron, but it once was a popu 
lar nickname for southern Illinois 
residents 
John Allen, a Southern Illinois 
University historian, says the term 
was widely used in the early 1800’s 
and the residents resented their 
nickname. 
Allen gives three ver­ 
sions of the origin of the term : 
Early settlers in this area grew 
tobacco which has to be “ topped" 
to get rid of suckers, or unwant­ 
ed shoot*, which sap the strength 
Many of the .settlers were poor folk 
and thus were compared to the 
tobacco shoots. 
Another theory is that during a 
period of drought in the area the 
people 
carried 
long 
sections of 
cane 
which they 
inserted into 
crawfish holes to get water. Allen 
is inclined to discredit the theory 
because all the crawfish holes he 
has 
studied 
weren’t 
s t r a i g h t 
enough to insert cane. 
The theory Allen believes most 
correct is that many men from 
southern Illinois went to the Gale­ 
na area to work in lead mines in 
the summer, returning home in the 
fall.

Highway Users Group Opposes Further 
Diversion of State Gasoline Tax Receipts

Opponents of possible further di­ 
version of state gasoline tax re­ 
ceipts for other highway use are 
girding for a showdown in the 69th 
General Assembly. They are be­ 
hind an amendment to the state 
constitution which would ban the 
spending of the more than $100 mil­ 
lion annually collected from the 
state five cent gallonage tax on 
gasoline, for any purpose other 
than roads. 
Sponsoring the amendment is the 
Illinois Highway Users conference. 
It lists nearly two score groups as 
endorsers, they include the Cen- 
» trill 
Motor Freight Associations, 
Chicago Motor Club, Highway Safe­ 
ty 
Association of Illinois, Illinois 
Bar association, Illinois Federation 
of Truck associations; Illinois Lum­ 
ber and Material Dealers associa­ 
tion and the Cartage Exchange of 
Chicago. 
With various branches of gov­ 
ernment services indicating need 
of increased state funds, oppon­ 
ents of diversion of gasoline tax 
funds fear there may be a repeti­ 
tion of the 20s and the 30s when 
gas funds were diverted lo pur­ 
poses other than highways. 
The 
highway users claim that by 1955 
Illinois will already have diverted 
nearly $95 million of gas funds 
to nonhighway purposes. 
Opening Wedge in 1927 
“ A study of diversion indicates 
that nearly 
$95 million, 
wisely 
spent on highway and their main­ 
tenance during the time it was 
being spent 
on something else, 
would have prolonged the life span 
and enhanced the riding qualities 
of a very large mileage.” said Miss 
Altoe Nelson. Springfield, on the* 
legislative committee of the High­ 
way Users conference. 
Miss Nelson said the “ opening 
wedge” to divert gasoline gallon­ 
age lax funds was in 1927, and 
again in 1928 and 1929, when the 
legislature diverted $22,229,485 to 
schools 
Later, in 1932 and in 
1934, the Assembly authorized bond 
issues for emergency unemploy­ 
ment relief to be financed by gas-

Outline of Amendment
